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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: "MT". A proposed drawing 
correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the 
description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctiy claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The phrase "is sized to match receives the second pin" is not understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entided to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent NO. 
4,383,527 to Asnis et al. 

Regarding claim 13, Asnis discloses a kit comprising: at least one first elongate pin 
(31), at least one second elongate pin (131), and a clamp (1). 
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Regarding the phrases, "for transplanting an osteochondral allograft", "for insertion 
into an osteochondral allograft", "for insertion into a patient condyle at a condylar defect 
site" and "for positionally fixing the osteochondral allograft such that said first pin is 
oriented in substantial parallel alignment with said second pin", it has been held that a 
recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus 
satisfying the claimed structural limitations. 

Regarding claims 14 and 15, Asnis discloses a coring reamer and a coring bit 
(Column 6 lines 39-57). 

Regarding the phrase "which receives the first pin to remove a portion of the 
condylar defect to a predetermined depth and form a cavity site in the patient condyle" and 
"which cores the allograft to form a transplantable allograft plug", it has been held that a 
recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus 
satisfying the claimed structural limitations. 

Regarding claim 16, Asnis discloses an annular guide collar having a central recess 
sized and configured in close conformance to said coring bit so that said guide collar may be 
sleeved over said coring bit (FIG. 4). 

17. The kit of claim 16, further comprising a plurality of said second elongate pins 
(FIG. 12), and wherein said guide collar includes a plurality of guide apertures (FIG. 4).
